Permits for buildings, estimated 


cost p.t' which was $380.485, were 
issued by tho public service de- 
partment. The aggregate cost,of 
building operations 
during the 


year was considerably lets than 
;hat o! recent years, and can be 
ittributcd to different causes. 


In the first place, not one busi- 


ness building, municipal, or school 
)uilding of unusual size was start- 
ed during the year. Tho largest 
single permit issued was for the 
Jones building at Eighth and Chil- 
icothe streets, which 
was esti- 


mated to cost $13,000. It was the 
only permit issued for a building 
over $10,000. Tho. majority of 
:he 324 permits issued were for 
residences averaging $2500 in cost 
and repair to buildings. 


Tn 1913, the building operations 


Involved 
an estimated expendi- 


ture of over $600,000 while in 1912 
t aggregated $1,100,000. In the 
alter year, the permit for the 
First Nations! Bank 
building 


swelled the total of an unusually 
active building year, while the 
1U13 figures were perceptibly in 
creased by the permit for the Lin- 
coln school building. 


Tho estimated cost of building 


almost invariably 
falls short of 


tho actual cost, in some cases far 
short, as can bo readily verified 
by close 
investigation. But the 


figures can bo safely used for pur- 
pose of comparison from year to 
year. 


Almost seventy per cent of the 


iuiilding work during the year 
was done the first, six mouths, 
Hurdly anything was done during 
the last three months of the year, 
while tho lull in building really 
started in August, when it should 
Imve been brisk.
